WASHINGTON! Commuters could have to shell 
out more for their Metro rides as early as the 
end of June under potential fare hikes the 
transit agency announced on Thursday. 

Officials proposed four options to Metro’s 
budget committee, with the current $1.20 
base rail fare rising between 15 and 30 cents 
during rush hours. Off-peak base fares could 
rise by 5 to 20 cents. 

Officials recommended increasing the max- 
imum rail fare by either 50 or 65 cents. Bus 
riders were largely spared; one proposal would 
raise the local fare just a nickel, to $1.25. 


Under the recommended proposals, daily 
parking could go up as much as $1, while the 
monthly reserved fees could rise by $10. 
Officials also want a $1 surcharge for com- 
muters who pay cash for parking. Riders who 
use MetroAccess — the curb -to -curb trans- 
portation service for the disabled — could pay 
anywhere from 10 to 40 cents more per trip. 

With the agency facing a multimillion-dol- 
lar budget gap, officials also recommended 
raising fares every two years, with the hikes 
linked either to operating cost increases or to 
the Consumer Price Index, candacesmith(ap) 


CIA Chief 
Defends 
Iraq Intel 

Tenet denies agency dubbed 
Saddam ‘imminent threat’ 

WAS H I N GTO N I Intelligence analysts never told 
President Bush before the invasion of Iraq 
that Saddam Hussein’s rule posed an immi- 
nent threat, CIA Director George Tenet said 
Thursday in a heated defense of agency find- 
ings central to the decision to go to war. 

The urgency of the Iraqi threat was Bush’s 
main argument for the war. But the president 
said Thursday he still would have invaded Iraq 
if he had known no weapons stockpiles existed 
— adding a new element to 
the question of whether the 
country went to war based 
on faulty assumptions. 

Tenet acknowledged 
that analysts believed 
before the war that Saddam 
had chemical and biologi- 
cal weapons, although none 
have been found. 

He made clear that analysts differed 
among themselves all along on important 
aspects of Saddam’s chemical, biological and 
nuclear programs and spelled out those dis- 
putes in an October 2002 intelligence esti- 
mate given to the White House. 

“They never said there was an imminent 
threat,” Tenet said. “Rather, they painted an 
objective assessment for our policy-makers 
of a brutal dictator who was continuing his 
efforts to deceive and build programs that 
might constantly surprise us and threaten 
our interests.” 

Tenet’s remarks hit back at his former spe- 
cial adviser on Iraqi weapons, David Kay, who 
said last month “we were almost all wrong” 
about Iraq’s weapons, katherine pfleger (ap)

Gephardt to Endorse Former Rival Kerry 


Delay Sought in Mass 
Gay Marriage Ruling 


NEW YORK I Rep. Dick Gephardt, 
the former House minority lead- 
er whose presidential campaign 
collapsed in Iowa’s caucuses, will 
endorse Democratic front-runner 
John Kerry. 

Kerry spokesman David Wade 
said the Missouri lawmaker will 
give Kerry his backing on Friday 
in Warren, Mich., a blue-collar sub- 
urb of Detroit. The endorsement is a 
huge boost for Kerry who has been 
aggressively pursuing the backing of 
labor unions that had thrown their 


support to Gephardt. 

Gephardt dropped out of the race 
last month after a fourth-place fin- 
ish in the Iowa caucuses. He said at 
the time he intended to support the 
party’s nominee, but said he had no 
immediate plans to endorse any of 
the contenders. 

Kerry has tightened his grip on 
the front-runner title with back- 
to-back wins in Iowa and New 
Hampshire and victories in five 
of the seven states that voted on

Legislators seek state 
amendment vote on 
definition of marriage 

BOSTON I Legislators opposed 
to gay marriage were coming up 
with ways Thursday to circum- 
vent a Massachusetts court ruling 
that paves the way for same-sex 
marriages as early as May. 

House Speaker Thomas Finn- 
eran, who opposes gay marriage, 
wants the high court to delay when 
its ruling takes effect until voters 
have considered a constitutional 
amendment defining marriage as 
a heterosexual union. 

That measure has yet to be 
approved by the Legislature and 
wouldn’t appear on a ballot until 
2006. 

Under Wednesday’s 4-3 adviso- 
ry ruling by the Supreme Judicial 
Court, gay marriages could begin in 


Massachusetts in mid-May. If voters 
were to pass the heterosexuals-only 
amendment, it is unclear whether 
marriages performed during the 
more than two years in between 
would be legally binding. 

The court’s opinion Wednesday 
doused one compromise option, 
civil unions, ruling that they don’t 
go far enough because gay couples 
are entitled to all benefits of mar- 
riage. 

Opponents of gay marriage pin 
their hopes on part of the original 
court ruling that said state law pro- 
vided no “rational” basis for pro- 
hibiting same-sex couples from the 
benefits of marriage. 

Some lawmakers, including Rep. 
Eugene O’Flaherty, hope to craft a 
bill providing a rational basis for 
excluding gay couples from mar- 
riage while conveying some new 
benefits to same-sex couples.

Ricin Investigation Widens 


Officials still unsure 
how deadly toxin was 
delivered to Senate 

WASHINGTON | Investigators 
expanded their search Thursday 
for the source of ricin discovered 
in a congressional office building 
after intensive testing of a Senate 
office mailroom failed to turn up 
the deadly poison’s origin. 

The ricin was discovered in 
Senate Majority Leader Bill Frist’s 
office. Law enforcement officials 
say no letter or note has been found 
indicating how it got there, who was 
behind it and whether the Tennessee 
Republican was the target. 

“We’re not at the point in time 
where we can say how it was deliv- 
ered,” said Michael Mason, assis- 
tant FBI director in charge of the

Washington field office. “We have 
not found a hot letter.” 

Mail has been the primary focus 
of the probe since Monday, when an 
intern found a small amount of ricin 


on a mail- sorting machine in Frist’s 
office. But no further ricin or other 
evidence was in the stacks of let- 
ters nearby. 

Because no answers have come 
from mail or items in the mailroom, 
investigators now must consider if 
the ricin was placed on the machine 
by someone or if it had spilled out 
of an older letter and been there for 
a long time. 

The discovery prompted the clo- 
sure of three Senate office buildings, 
one ofwhich reopened Thursday, and 
decontamination procedures for staff 
and Capitol police officers who were 
at the scene. Ricin is a highly toxic 
substance with no known antidote. 
It can easily be made from castor 
beans, curt anderson (ap)

Mars Rover 
Begins its 
First Drive 

PASADENA, CALIF. | NASA took the 
rover Opportunity on its first real 
drive on Mars, a trip across pebbly 
soil that appears to be unlike any- 
thing else seen on the surface of the 
Red Planet, scientists said Thursday. 

Opportunity rolled forward about 
10 feet overnight, leaving it halfway 
to an outcrop of rocks that scientists 
want to spend days studying, said 
Guy Webster, a spokesman for the 
Jet Propulsion Laboratory. It was 
the first time the rover had moved 
since leaving its lander Saturday. 

Meanwhile, on the far side of the 
planet, the Spirit rover was expected 
to return to work Thursday studying 
a volcanic rock dubbed Adirondack 
and then strike out for a crater 
roughly 250 yards away. 

NASA said it had successfully 
reformatted Spirit’s “flash memory” 
and planned to reboot its computer 
later Thursday. 

The software problems have 
stymied its half of the $820 mil- 
lion double -mission to find evi- 
dence the planet was once a wet- 
ter place.

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I U.S. and Iraqi 
forces captured more than 100 
suspected guerrillas in raids across 
the country, a U.S. commander said 
Thursday. 

Brig. Gen. Abu Aymad al-Tikriti, 
who was head of military intel- 
ligence in northern Iraq under 
Saddam’s regime, was captured 
Thursday in Tikrit, U.S. Army Brig. 
Gen. Mark Kimmitt said. 

On Wednesday, U.S. forces cap- 
tured Majid Ali Abbas al-Dazi, sus- 
pected to have coordinated a suicide 
bombing Jan. 24 in the central town 
of Samarra. That blast killed four 
Iraqi civilians and wounded dozens, 
including seven U.S. soldiers. 

The raids occurred as attacks 
on U.S. forces are climbing after a 
recent lull. Rebels lobbed a mortar 
shell Thursday at a checkpoint near 
Baghdad International Airport, kill- 
ing one U.S. soldier and wounding 
another, the U.S. command said. 
The attack brought to 529 the num- 
ber of U.S. troops killed since the 
war began March 20. jim krane (ap)

Police Grill Sharon 
In Bribery Scandal 

JERUSALEM | Police questioned 
Prime Minister Ariel Sharon for 
more than two hours Thursday 
about a bribery scandal that could 
force him out of office. 

Last month, real estate devel- 
oper David Appel was indicted on 
charges of bribing Sharon with 
$690,000 in 1999 in a tourism 
development deal in Greece. The 
bulk of the money was allegedly paid 
to Sharon’s son, Gilad, for market- 
ing services. Sharon has repeatedly 
denied any wrongdoing. 

Under Israeli law, a person can 
be convicted of accepting a bribe 
only if criminal intent is proven. 
Appel said Wednesday that Sharon 
was not involved in the deal. 

Attorney General Meni Mazuz 
is expected to decide within three 
months whether to indict Sharon.

Hamburg al Qaeda cell, helping 
with financial transactions and 
arranging housing for members 
to evade authorities’ attention. He 
received training at a terrorist camp 
in Afghanistan in 2000. 

The verdict infuriated victims’ 
relatives and prompted Germany’s 
chief federal prosecutor to criti- 
cize Washington for refusing to 
allow testimony from a U.S. cap- 
tive, Ramzi Binalshibh, who is 
believed to have been the hijack- 
ers’ main contact with al Qaeda. 
The U.S. Justice Department issued 
a statement defending its level of 
cooperation. 

Prosecutors said they would 
appeal the five-judge court’s rul- 
ing.

ISLAMABAD, PAKISTAN | President 
Gen. Pervez Musharraf pardoned 
the father of Pakistan’s nuclear pro- 
gram Thursday for giving technol- 
ogy to Iran, Libya and North Korea, 
heading off a showdown with hard- 
liners and avoiding a deeper inquiry 
into official involvement. 

Just two weeks after condemn- 
ing possible rogue elements in 
Pakistan’s nuclear program as “ene- 
mies of the state,” Musharraf forgave 
Dr. Abdul Qadeer Khan after the 


disgraced scientist took responsibil- 
ity on national television for leaks 
that spanned at least a decade 
starting in the late 1980s. 

Khan founded the program that 
made Pakistan the Islamic world’s 
first nuclear- armed state in 1998, 
and Islamist groups have strongly 
protested Khan’s fall from grace. 

Musharraf was unapologetic 
of his decision to pardon Khan. 
“Whatever I have done, I have tried 
to shield him,” he said, (ap)

HAITI 

Anti-Aristide Group Seizes 
City, Leaving at Least 4 Dead 

An armed opposition group seized 
control of Gonaives, Haiti’s fourth- 
largest city, on Thursday, burning 
a police station, freeing prisoners 
and leaving at least four people 
reported dead and 20 wounded in 
clashes with police.

An estimat- 
ed 30,000 Romanian children have 
been adopted by foreigners since

A Palestinian policeman died in a 
shootout at Gaza police headquar- 
ters Thursday. Police chief Ghazi 
Jabali, who was not hurt, called it 
an attempt to assassinate him, but a 
rival security service dismissed it as 
a “misunderstanding.” The officials 
said a struggle for power between 
Jabali and former Gaza strongman 
Mohammed Dahlan led to the gun 
battle.

Artful Eggs Return 
Glory to Russians 


Oil tycoon buys back 
Faberge items sold off 
after 1917 revolution 

MOSCOW I The purchase of nine 
Czarist-era Faberge eggs by a 
tycoon who promises to return 
them to Russia has sparked hopes 
in cultural circles that art treasures 
sold off by the Soviets could begin 
flowing back into the country. 

Viktor Vekselberg, vice president 
of the oil company TNK-BP, bought 
the eggs as part of a collection of 
Faberge items from the estate of 
U.S. publisher Malcolm Forbes. 

“This is the first time that a major 
treasure sold by the Soviet authorities 
has returned to Russia,” said Mikhail 


Piotrovsky, director of St. Peters- 
burg’s State Hermitage museum. 

Aristocrats and wealthy mer- 
chants who fled the 1917 Bolshevik 
Revolution took substantial 
amounts of art with them, and 
much of what was left was sold off 
by Soviet authorities, who were both 
cash-strapped and theoretically 
opposed to aristocratic excess. 

Since the fall of the Soviet Union, 
Russians have become increasingly 
interested in regaining their depart- 
ed treasures. A recent law change 
could encourage the return of even 
more art works by allowing objects 
with a significant cultural value to 
be imported without the normal 
payment of a whopping 30 -percent

WELLINGTON, NEW ZEALAND | Prime 
Minister Helen Clark was shoved, 
jostled and verbally abused by indig- 
enous Maori people and other pro- 
testers as she arrived at an event 
leading up to New Zealand’s nation- 
al day celebrations on Friday.

In State of the District, 
Williams says violence 
in schools must stop 

WASHINGTON I District Mayor 
Anthony A. Williams said Thursday 
he should be given authority to hire 
a “world class” chancellor to run the 
city’s troubled public schools, which 
earlier this week saw a student shot 
dead inside a high school. 

In his State of the District 
speech, Williams said within the 
next ten days he will propose leg- 
islation giving the mayor authority 
to appoint a chancellor, who would 
be confirmed by the D.C. Council. 
Williams promised the chancellor 
would be “held accountable for our 
schools,” and given full responsibil- 
ity for the day-to-day operations of 
the system. 

“In our public schools, the buck 


stops nowhere,” Williams said. 

Williams also spoke about 
Monday’s fatal shooting inside 
Southeast Washington’s Ballou 
High School. An 
18-year-old stu- 
dent is charged 
with murdering a 
17-year-old student, 
in what authorities 
believe was part of 
an ongoing dispute. 
Touching on that and the recent 
deaths of several other young peo- 
ple, the mayor made it clear that 
children must be able to live free 
of violence. 

Williams said he gave 
Metropolitan Police Chief Charles 
H. Ramsey 10 days to come up 
with a Ballou security plan “to 
ensure that students never again 
lose a classmate to violence.”

Reliving a Miracie 

New movie recalls unlikely victory of 1980 U.S. Olympic hockey squad i98o - the year that was 


HOCKEY I Ageneration of Americans 
doesn’t know all the details behind 
the exhilarating win dubbed the 
“Miracle on Ice.” Jim Craig wants 
a new movie to change that. 

“It’s a wonderful love story about 
guys who have this dream, a coach 
who has a vision and a country that 
needed uplifting,” said Craig, the 
goaltender of the 1980 U.S. Olympic 
hockey team. 

“Miracle,” which opens Friday 
nationwide, tells the story of 20 
fresh-faced college kids who upset 
the seemingly unstoppable Soviets 
4-3 en route to a gold medal at the 


Olympics in Lake Placid, N.Y. 

The star of the movie is not the 
scrappy team, but its coach. 

“It’s the Herb Brooks story and we 
just happened to be a part of it,” team 
captain Mike Eruzione said. 

Just six months before the 1980 
Olympics, Brooks brought together 
players from Minnesota, Boston and 
frozen places in between. 

The Americans merely hoped to 
avoid being embarrassed at home 
by the mighty Soviet machine. The 
Russians had won gold medals the 
last 20 years. 

On Feb. 22, 1980, the Americans 


were down 3-2 going into the third 
period. Mark Johnson scored to tie 
it, and 81 seconds later Eruzione 
added another. The frenzied crowd 
of 8,500 chanted “USA! USA!” 

Sports Illustrated named the 
game the greatest sports moment 
of the 20th century. 

Craig said he wants his chil- 
dren to one day tell the story to 
their kids. 

After “Miracle,” 15 -year- old J.D. 
and 12 -year- old Taylor will know 
that their father stood strong that 
night, stopping 39 shots to preserve 
the unlikely win.

Maybe the AFL could have used

New Era for NASCAR 


CAR RACING I Just about everything 
in NASCAR is changing this sea- 
son. Then there’s Daytona. 

Except for maybe a few more 
cell phone ads plastered around 
the speedway, the Great American 
Race will be virtually unchanged. 
Same rules, same cars, same famil- 
iar faces. 

The Feb. 15 race will be the first- 
ever Nextel Cup event. The communi- 
cations giant replaced R. J. Reynolds 
Tobacco Co.’s Winston brand, which 
had a 33 -year run as title sponsor for 
NASCAR’s top series. 

Starting with the Feb. 22 race at 


Rockingham, the Cup cars will be 
using softer tires and shorter rear 
spoilers in combination with some- 
what altered body shapes. 

All the changes to the car are 
intended to make it easier for the 
cars to race side by side and pass, 
another attempt to make the rac- 
ing more exciting. 

The biggest change on tap for 
2004, though, is the way the Cup 
championship will be determined. 

Race winners will earn an addi- 
tional five points, beginning at 
Daytona. Then there will be what 
NASCAR has dubbed: “The Chase 


for the Championship.” 

After the first 26 races of the 
season, the top 10 drivers and any 
other competitors within 400 points 
of the lead will be separated from 
the rest of the field with additional 
points and will have a 10 -race show- 
down for the championship. 

“NASCAR wants to take some of 
the focus off football and the World 
Series in the fall and this could cer- 
tainly help,” four-time champion 
Jeff Gordon said. “It’s going to be 
very different and it could certain- 
ly make races 24, 25 and 26 pretty

Judge Grants Clarett 
Eligibility for NFL Draft 


FOOTBALL I A federal judge opened 
the door for Ohio State sensation 
Maurice Clarett 
and teenage foot- 
ball stars to turn 
pro, declaring 
Thursday that an 
NFL rule barring 
their eligibility vio- 
lates antitrust law 
and “must be sacked.” 

U.S. District Judge Shira 
Scheindlin said legal issues are 
so clearly in Clarett ’s favor a trial 
is unnecessary. The NFL said it 
will appeal, and it will probably 
try to block the ruling before the 
April draft. 

Clarett sued the league last year 
to challenge its 1990 rule that a 
player must be out of high school 
three years to enter the draft. 


The ruling, if it holds up on 
appeal, means that high school foot- 
ball players and college underclass- 
men will be able to make the jump 
to the pros just like their counter- 
parts in the NBA. 

Clarett, a 20 -year- old sopho- 
more, played just one season at 
Ohio State, leading the Buckeyes 
to the 2002 national champion- 
ship. 

Ohio State would have to peti- 
tion the NCAA to allow Clarett to 
return for the 2004 season, and it 
is unclear whether the school would 
succeed, larry neumeister (ap)

A Cut Above the Rest 

‘Barbershop 2 ’ is 
smart, funny — and 
socially conscious 


FILM I “Barbershop 2: Back in 
Business” is that rare sequel —one 
worthy of its original. “Barbershop,” 
set in a vintage Chicago South Side 
tonsorial parlor, was a hilarious 
and ingratiating hit last year, its 
box office no doubt helped by a 
flap over Cedric the Entertainer, 
as the shop’s senior barber, mak- 
ing some outrageously politically 
incorrect remarks. 

As the irrepressible Eddie, 
Cedric is still shooting his mouth 
off. Calvin (Ice Cube) and his staff 
are back, and Queen Latifah runs 
a beauty parlor next door. 

The film’s splendid opening 
credit sequence features a collage 
of images tracing the history of 
black Chicago, which helps establish 
Calvin’s Barbershop as a community 
institution. Now it has become the 
anchor to a revival of the neighbor- 
hood, which in turn has perversely 
made it a target for developers in 
cahoots with the slick local aider- 
man (Robert Wisdom). 

All of a sudden the barbershop’s 


block is threatened with an inva- 
sion of chain operations, an ultra- 
deluxe barbershop promoted by 
the very smooth Quentin Leroux 
(Harry Lennix). 

Meanwhile, Eve’s chip-on-her- 
shoulder Terri has calmed down, 
but edgy ex- con Ricky (Michael 
Ealy) is falling in love with her. 
Sean Patrick Thomas’s Jimmy has 
graduated from college; Leonard 


Earl Howze’s Dinka, a Nigerian 
immigrant, still carries a torch for 
Terri, and Troy Garity’s Isaac, a 
young white guy whom Calvin gave 
his break into barbering, is still on 
hand. Calvin also has found a chair 
for his wife’s thickheaded cousin 
(Kenan Thompson), fresh out of 
barber school. 

Beneath the film’s good-natured 
bantering, its socially conscious 


undercurrents flow, and director 
Kevin Rodney Sullivan mixes the 
serious and the hilarious with ease. 
The filmmakers clearly put consid- 
erable thought and imagination into 
making as a good a sequel as they 
could, and their efforts have paid off 
with “Barbershop 2,” with its pleas- 
ing blend of humor, sentiment and 
commentary, kevin thomas (los

Ice Escapades 


FI LM I Nearly everyone knows how 
“Miracle” ends: The underdog U.S. 
hockey team upsets the dominant 
Soviets during the 1980 Olympics 
in Lake Placid, N.Y. 

The fact that director Gavin 
O’Connor still manages to build 
palpable suspense is a testament 
to how entertaining the film is. 

There’s enough innate emotion 
and excitement in the “Miracle on 
Ice” story that O’Connor, working 
from a script by Eric Guggenheim, 
usually avoids amping it up. 


Similarly, Kurt Russell doesn’t 
overplay the role of Herb Brooks, 
the coach who handpicked a motley 
assortment of hockey players and 
taught them to play the game in a 
totally new way. He growls at them 
and makes them skate sprints until 
they puke; he toys with their minds 
and lets them take the ice when even 
they’re too hurt or tired to play. 

He and the movie are at their 
best, though, during the training 
scenes and the games themselves, 
which are beautifully shot and

ALONG CAME POLLY (PG-13, 90 minutes) 
There’s no denying Ben Stiller’sappeal, 
butthisfilm isamongtheforgettables in 
his career, a generic romantic comedy of 
theone-from-column-A,one-from-col- 
umn-B variety.

THE COMPANY (PG-13, 112 minutes) Rich 
with beauty, sensuality, sharp humor and 
finely etched moments of awkwardness 
and sting. Condense the routinedramas 
in a dancer’s life, as done here, and you’re 
a long way toward a compelling story. 
Butthefilm’s chief flaw is thatthere’s no 
resolution attheend. Infact, theending 
is just plain corny and trails off in a cin- 
ematic ellipsis. (SK) 

GIRL WITH A PEARL EARRING (PG-13, 
99 minutes) Starring Scarlett Johansson 
and Colin Firth, thefilm creates beauti- 
ful, painterly images with every frame. 
But the movie’s strengths also prove 
to be its weaknesses, 
as visual rapture con- 
tinually trumps nar- 
rative drive. The film

THE PERFECT SCORE (PG-13, 93 min- 
utes) This tortured teen heist flick, 
which suggests a bizarre mismatch of 
“The Breakfast Club’’ and “Mission: 



Impossible,’’ wants to havea little bit of 
everything: sleazy teenage humor, seri- 
ous character encounters, romance, a 
few rounds of suspense and a lot of heavy 
thoughts aboutthe shortcomings of the 
Educational Testing Service, (dt) 

THE STATEMENT (R, 120 minutes) 
Regardless of how good it looks on 
paper — adapted from a novel by the esti- 
mable Brian Moore, directed by Norman 
Jewison, starring Michael Caine and 
other consistently good actors — this 
film stands as yet one more case study 
in how loads oftaste, talent and accumu- 
lated filmmaking wisdom don’t guaran- 
tee success. (AH) 

TOUCHING THE VOID (unrated, 106 min- 
utes) The knowledge that this tale of two 
climbers’ near-death experience really 
happened imbues the film with shiv- 
ery dread.

Rap? Metal? Rock? 
The Grammys are 
categorically insane 

AWA R D S I Music used to be simple — 
there was pop, jazz and classical. 

Now there’s approximately one 
musical subgenre for every man, 
woman and child in America. 

They are distinctions that can 
turn Grammy night into a bewil- 
dering parade of styles and sounds. 
With the awards ceremonies this 
Sunday, it’s time to define the dif- 
ferent kinds of music up for rec- 
ognition. 

Rap artists dominate the nom- 
inations this year, and there are 
nearly as many subgenres repre- 
sented as artists nominated. 

The category of rap has grown 
many tentacles, but the Grammys

have not kept pace. There’s the alter- 
native rap of the Roots and Black 
Eyed Peas — both nominated in the 
rap album category — facing the 
Dirty South vibe of OutKast, up 
for five Grammys, including one for 
best rap album for “Speakerboxxx/ 
The Love Below.” 

Jay-Z, a practitioner of the East 
Coast rap style, is nominated for 
multiple awards, including best rap 
album, while Snoop Dogg’s textbook 
West Coast style earned him two 
nods for the song “Beautiful.” And 
gangsta rapper 50 Cent’s nomi- 
nation for best rap album lumps 
him into the same over-broad 
category. 

The plentiful permutations of 
pop and rock are likely to leave 
you curled up under your bed, 
weeping. 

For example, if there’s a differ- 
ence between female pop vocal per- 
formance and female rock vocal per- 
formance, then why is Avril Lavigne 
nominated in both? 

And now that alternative rock is 
mainstream, what’s alternative? 


Apparently, any nominee in 
the Grammys’ alternative -mu sic 
album category: the Flaming Lips, 
Radiohead, Yeah Yeah Yeahs, the 
White Stripes and Sigur Ros. 

But alt-rock isn’t so easi- 
ly defined: Alternative acts like 
Evanescence, Jane’s Addiction, 
Foo Fighters, Fountains of Wayne, 
No Doubt, Audioslave, Korn and 
Marilyn Manson are all nominated 
in other categories. 

Metal is the best evidence that 
even Grammy voters don’t always 
understand the differences between 
musical styles. In 1988 the “hard 
rock/metal” Grammy went to hip- 
pieish flute-rockers Jethro Tull over 
Metallica — a band whose name 
actually features the word “metal.” 
Hard rock and metal became sepa- 
rate categories soon after. 

Anyway, Metallica is again up for 
a Grammy for metal performance 
for the song “St. Anger”; Queens of 
the Stone Age is properly nominated 
in the hard-rock category for “Go 
With the Flow.” eric r. canton (the

FALLOUT I A five-minute delay was 
imposed on the Grammy Awards 
telecast. A shot of an elderly wom- 
an’s breast was deleted from an epi- 
sode of “ER” on NBC and produc- 
ers of the Academy Awards show 
decided to insert a short pause in 
the live broadcast. 

The fallout from the Super Bowl 
halftime show continued as major

What rational was behind Howard 
Dean’s decision to tell his support- 
ers, and the media for that mat- 
ter, that anything other than a win 
in Wisconsin on Feb. 17 will put him 
“out of the race”? 

Dean cannot remain a viable 
contender for the nomination 
unless he scores some points. I 
believe Dr. Dean has made a very 
realistic calculation about his pros- 
pects of winning the nomination. If 
not Wisconsin, then where? 

What happened to Dean’s campaign? 

We will learn soon enough. Don’t 
spend your time looking back, look 
up. My mother told me as a child 
growing up that when one door clos- 
es, look for an opening. Dean must 
look for an opening soon, otherwise, 
he will not have enough delegates 
to stay in the game. 

Who should the party consider to 
give the keynote address at the 
convention?
